It requires no reasoning to show 
that S'ich laws necessarily dimiiiisli Ihe beli- 
ed, i.tl interest of the riglitfiil owner in the 
lands. Under the laws of Vlrgini.t no such 
burllien was imposed on the o-vner. He 
had a right to sue for, recover, and enjoy 
them, vvitiiout any such tleiluclions or p:iy- 
nients. 

The "III article of (he compact meant to 
secure all (nivate rights .and interests deri- 
ved Irom tlie law s of Virginia, as valid and 
se -nre under the laws of Kentucky, as they 
wereunderthe then existing laws of Virginia.

Il it hatl further provided that 
lie should be compelled to sell the same at 
one half or one tliiul of tlwir value, ov com- 
pelled to sell without his own consent, at a 
price to be fixed by olhers, it would hardly 
be doubted that such laws were a violation 
of the compact. I'liese cases may seem 
strong', hut they differ, not in the tialwc, 
but in the Jegree only of the wrong inflicted 
on (he iiiiioceid owner. He is no more 
bound by the laws of Virginia tc.paj for im • 
pruvenieiils whieh he has not authorized, 
vvhich he may not want, or which he mav 
deem useless, than he is to pay a sum to a 
stranger for the liberty of possessing and u- 
smg Ins own property according to the rights 
and interests secured to him by those laws. 

It IS no answer, (hat the acts of Kentuc- 
ky now in qiicslion are regulating of Ihe 
remedy, and not of Ihe right lo lands. If 
those acts so change tl-e nature and extent 
of the existing remedies as mattrially lo 
impair the. rights and interest.' of the owner, 
they are just as much a vi.'lalion of (he 
compact as if (hey di.ectly overturned l.is 
r»i;rts and interests. 

It IS the iinaiiimoiiB opinion of the court, 
hat the acts of 1797 and 1312 are a vio- 
lation of tlie 7th article of the compact vvitli 
jrgir.ia, and, therefore are unconstiiational.

2. '1 he Ibnn of all notes offered fo 
discount shall be in substance as fol- 
lows :

dent and Directors of the Dank of th-

ble at said Dank (or at their Branc,

for value received.” 

3. No note or bill sliall be discountei. 
on personal sequrity, unless the person 
to be charged thereby, cither as princi 
pals or securities, shall have boon 
themselves jointly and severally as ob- 
ligois therein. No note for 500 dollars 
or more, shall be discounted, unless 
signed by at least three persons ; and nr 
note for less than SOO dollars, unles; 
signed l>y two persons — the name of -„ 
firm, in ail cases, being considered as 
one person. 

4. No note or bill of exchange shall 
"be discounted or purchased at the prin- 
cipal B.tnk, or at any branch, without 
the concurrence of two thirds of the 
directors present. 

5. In all cases where loans are made 
■upon a pledge of real propertjl, the 
borrower shall, either before he m'rkes 
app ication for said loan, or before ht 
shall be entitled to draw from said Bank 
the funds loaned, have the deed of 
mortgage required by law to be given 
ior said p-operty duly recorded in the 
county where the land lies, and shall 
produce and file the same with the

rate of six par centum per annum, ac- 
cording to the tenor and effect of a ccr 
tain promissory note whicn the party of 
the first p.irt hath executed and deliver- 
ed to the paf.y o! the second part for 
the same debt, payable one hundred and 
eighty days afleMhe date thereof ; and 
acccording to the tenor and cft’cct il 
such other note or notes as the party of 
the second part mayor shall from time 
to time accept, discount and take from 
tho party of the first part, for the re- 
newal or continuance of said debt or 
note, or any part thereof : It being the 
object and intent of the parties hereto, 
that this conveyance or mortgage shall 
remain in lull force, as a security for the 
actual payment of the wliole sum of' 
money above mentioned, and allinteiestl 
that may accrue thereon, notwithstan-l 
ding any change or succession of notes! 
that may from lime to time be given by 
tfie oarty of the first part, and accepted 
and lis< ounted by the par.y ot the se-1 
cond part, for the continuance or renew ' 
al of the said note fii st above mentioned, 
or for any part of the said debt. And 
the party of the first part doth agree

THE want ofatrteand spirited press 
m Kentucky Iras been long fell and de- 
plored, by those who have p-ainfully re- 
marked tile increasing afllictions and 
enibarrasnients of the country, and 
whose anxious enquiries have discovrr 
ed the causes of these clamilies, in the 
folly of weak, and the depravity ot wick- 
ed rulers. In vain hjve th»y expectei 
from the presses of the country a (aanly 
reprobation of those numerous acts oi 
legislative folly and turpitude, whic* 
have precipitated Kentucky into prema- 
ture decay; in vain have they applitd 
to them to give vent to their outraged 
and indignant feelings. With a few 
•xceptious, the timid managers of this 
organ ot public opinion, shiink with 
unm Illy apprehensions from the or- 
din-i’-y r spsnsihillty iiici lent to their 
st iiion. Devoted to some individual or 
faction, they se in to forget that thet 
arc t le guardians of the h.ipjiincss and 
iberties of th“ir country. Faithless to 
tiisir trust, they suffer our minds t<> 
slumber in undisturbed ap/thy, and our 
liberties to be destroyed liy unrepressed 
usurpations. Tiic spiritless and i npn- 
teiit esnsures which th-y occasion* ly 
bestow on manifest derelictions of dii y 
instead of checking, or reforming the 
offenders, embolden them to attempi 
more daring encroachments on one 
rights. It is tlie nature of usurpation, 
when tolerated, to assume to itself thf 
prerogatives of right. We cannot 
therefore be astonished that many of 
those supple gentlemen, who lawn and 
cringe to obtain our suffrag-s, should, 
(when they' find themselves securely 
seated in the Capital of Frankfort,) fan- 
cy themselves our masters instead of 
our servants, and express their pro- 
found astonish 'iicnt at our ins li nee, in 
pi esuming to qu-’snon the; propriety of 
their conduct, or the infallibility of their 
understandings. Encouraged by the 
notorious subserviency or timidity of 
the press, with unbridled insolence they 
deride our will with sacrihgious vio- 
lence trample on the constitution, and 
with unblushing depravity enact ^-eneri. 1 1 
laws designed to promote their private 
ends. The editors of our newspapers 
slaiid by with folded arms, without en- 
quiring into, or daring to expose, the 
corrupt motives, and ruinous tendency 
of their conduct. 

I have long witnessed with regret 
this degenerate servility of the press, 
and have finally resolved to establis'i a 
paper, through which freemen m'yi 
speak to their servants in the language' 
of freemen. I never solicit, nor will I 
accept, the patronage of any man, or 
set of men. My paper will be devol< d. 
to the people, and from them I expect 
my support. If the spirit of freedom is* 
not extinct in Kentucky, that siippo t| 
must be ample ; if it is, my individual 
regrets will be forgotten in my giicf for 
the humiliation of my country. 

From the preceding remarks, it will 
be correctly inferred, that it is my de- 
sign to devote my paper, principally, 
though not exclusively, to state con- 
cerns and politics. By this course, I 
liope more effectually to benefit my 
readers, than by laying before thf-m as 
their ordin-ary fare, nauseating details 
of regal seiisualitv, and humiliating cx 
positions of popular servili:y in other 
countries. It will be tny object to 
withdraw their attention from the abuses 
of foreign gtivernments, in which they 
have no real interest, to those ofthcii 
own ; which threaten, if not speei il» 
ai rested, to reduce them to a level with 
the debased and despised slaves of Eli 
lop'-Ti despotism. 

When 1 promise that my paper shall 
be “ op;-ii to all parties; and ii.lhienred 
bv iivut,” I mean to declare my delib- 
erate and unalterable purpose; and not 
■nereiy to off-r an unmeaning pledge 
••vhich has been invariably given, and 
almost as invari.ibly d'srr *.,rded, by- 
most of the Editors of the country. By 
the liberty of the press, I do not mean 
that one-sided liberty wbicli is recogni- 
zed and exercised by most ot our edi- 
tors, of eulogizing cert-jiii men and 
iicas'ures, and denying to the public tlu 
opposite, but hut less importaiit, iiberiy 



of censuring them. I shall not consid 
er myself aiithoi ised to refuse to iiiser 
I comniiiiiication, b 'cause it assail* 
■neasurcsof which I approve, or men to 
vhoiii 1 a n personally, or politically a’ 
'.ached. No ireeman who romes foi 
'.vard in 'proper fi rm, anrl r" >-s‘'iits hi 
coin plaints against his public servants, 
for abusing the fonfih.ncc reposed j 
them, shall be rejected, if his farts o 
reasonings are worthy of public coiisid 
eration. Public men are the servant: 
of the people, and, as such, amenable t' 
ivery in.Iiu'lual of the coinimmity fo. 
tiie faithful uisch.irge of their duties. — 
I'ht'se arc principles wh.ich 1 shaB cve> 
•ear in mind, and practically assert. — 
With private chararteis however infa 
■nous, I Iiave nothing to do, and, ii 
•Tiy capafciiy as editor, they shall he. hcK 
sacred. The course which 1 shall pur- 
sue ill relation to certain individuals, 
■vlio have acquir-d i:nd''served popu- 
larity, and ctrt.iin measures, which 
have been tolerated with unmerited for- 
>1 sraiice, will dou ’tlc.ss subject me to 
■iiuch censure and abuse. The scofis 
lil t iTuilcdictiuns of those who have bc- 
■vaved and ruined my country, will hr 
■’n.lurrd with patience, if I can succeec 
in troiising my couriirymcn to a seiisi- 
if their wrongs, a perception of their 
outraged honor, a manly declaration of 
their tei-lings, and a spirited assertion of 
their rigius.
